of Daniel Earl McGugin, “grand 
old man of Southern football ’ and 
Vanderbilt's head coach for three 
decades. He was 56 years old. 

•McGugin died une.xpectedly yes¬ 
terday of a heart attack while vis¬ 
iting John R. Aust, his law 
partner. 

Tlie funeral was set tentatively 
for Tuesday. 

McGugin's death cast a pall of 
gloom over Dixie universities, as 
he was dean of the South's foot¬ 
ball coaches. 

Born on an Iowa farm, he was 
a graduate of the University of 
.Michigan law school and a mem¬ 
ber of the great “point-a-minute'' 
teams of Ann Arbor. 

McGugin came south in 1904 to 
take over the football coaching 
post at Vanderbilt. He held that 
position for 31 years and several 
years ago added to it that of ath¬ 
letic director. 

His first Commodore team in 
!904 swept aside eight opponents 
for an undefeated season.

LARGE CAINS 
IN BUSINESS 
REPORTED 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 20.—Vir¬ 
tually all phases of California 
business activity reflected encour¬ 
aging gains dur.ng 1935, the busi¬ 
ness revival in this state being 
moie pronounced than in other 
sections of the country, according 
to a report issued by the research 
department of the California state 
chamber of commerce. On the av¬ 
erage, 1935 showed an improve¬ 
ment of around 15 per cent, and a 
return to about the 1931 level, ac¬ 
cording to available business and 
farm income statistics. 

California's gross farm income 
during 1935 is unofficially esti¬ 
mated at about $534,000,000, an 
increase of 8 per cent over 1934; 
and 43 >i per cent greater than 
the low in 1932. From available 
production and marketing data, 
the estimated gross farm income 
for livestock and livestock prod¬ 
ucts shows a gain of approximate¬ 
ly 23 per cent from 1934 and 1935. 
The farm value figures for fruit, 
nut, field and truck crops, recent¬ 
ly released by the California co¬ 
operative crop reporting services, 
aggregated $380,561,000, or about 
2',x per cent greater than for 1934. 

Building Improves 

Re.sidenlial building activity in 
California exhibited maiked im- 
p-ovement la.st year. The improve- 
i.’.cnt was general throughout the 
state, with rural sections and sub¬ 
urbs of some of the larger cities 
.showing surprising gains. Total 
value of building permits for 51 
California cities during 1935 was 
almost 100 per cent above 1934; 
and the total for 30 Southern Cali¬ 
fornia cities was 110 per cent 
greater. F’or the 215 cities through¬ 
out the United States, the gain 
was 63 per cent. Firms supplying 
building materials showed sub¬ 
stantial Increase in employment, 
and shipments of forest products 
were greater than a year ago. 

Average monthly employment 
during 1935 advanced 4)2 per cent, 
while total payrolls increased 15 
per cent. Indices for employment 
and payrolls for the various 
groups of industries reveal that 
the durable goods industries dur¬ 
ing the past year experienced a 
more favorable expansion in out¬ 
put than the non-durable goods 
industries. 

Retail Trade Better 

Satisfactory jirogrcss was al.so 
made by retail trade. California 
department store sales during 1935 
increased about lO’i per cent over 
the preceding year, while the gain 
for the nation as a whole was only

; $20 pcr-sonal damages as a result.

K. E. Morrison, awarded Mr. Cara- 
han the price he paid for the 41- 
year-old watch, plus court ex- 
pen.ses. but denied the claim for 
i per.sonal damages or for the other 
watch.

T he RADIO chains have their hands full these days. 

They are caught between the upper and nether mill- , 
stones of politics, and some rough edges are almost sure 
to be ground off. | 

With a President who likes to have his vital messages j 

go straight to the firesides of the people, opposed by a | 

party whose chairman holds that every word of the chief j 

executive is political and must be answered, the radio j 

chain managers have a nut to crack. i 

The newspapers, which learned decades ago that a 
publicity outlet which becomes a mere propaganda organ 
is doomed, can, if they wish, chortle at the predicament of 
their aerial colleagues. 

Any person or group of persons with sufficient cash 
—and nerve—can start a newspaper in any town or city | 
in this land. 

Not so with radio stations. To start operating a 
radio station the radio station must have a federal per¬ 
mit because it is in interstate business and must operate 
over one of a rigidly limited number of radio channels. 

So. the poor radio stations that already have the main 
channels must keep them open to all, with a very cautious 
eye to political windward. 

The situation that grows more acute with each pass- ; 
ing day may eventually result in placing the radio chains 
in the public utility class, with the consequent barring of 
all forms of propaganda. 

Because the ether waves are strictly limited in their 
scope they may come finally to be regarded as the public’s 
property—like highways—to be used for the common good 
of all.
